In a lengthy and sometimes high, 
spirited and heated session, the | 
county commission this week took 
steps to better set out the couny’s 


responsibilities in development of}, 


new subdivisions throughout the 
area. y 

Commissioner Paul Rardin and 
other members of the board form- 
ed a united front to adopt a trio 
of resolutions which clearly défine 
the boards policy in approval of 
subdivision plats and what re- 
sponsibilities the county will ac- 
cept after developments are set- 
tled. 

The three measures, which were 
proposed two weeks ago and de-! 
layed in order to allow all inte- 
rested parties to analyze contests 
of the resolutions, provide for 
methods of culvert installation; 
maintenance of sub division streets 
and projected planning. for \new 
subdivisions. 

The resolutions were prompted, 
the commission said, by numerous 
Yequests from land owner3\who had 
purchased land in sub divisions 
only to learn that private d velop- 
ers had failed to make adequate 


provisions for drainage _and}con- 


‘tinuing care of streets’ and /roadg. 

Under the new policies land- 
owners may obtain installation of 
culverts and road turnouts with 
county assistance, only if the in- 
dividuals purchase the culverts and 
deliver them to the site of the in- 
stallation. 

Developers will have.a choice of 
obtaining maintenance of sub di- 
vision roads providing that streets 
are originally built to specifica- 
tions followed by the State Road 
Department and if adequate drain- 
age is provided for. When roads 
meet the high standards of state 
construction work, only then will 
the commission commit itself to fu- 
ture maintenance of streets.

The fictiticus name statute was recently changed by the 1951 
Legislature and the News has the necessary forms for proper registra- 
tion and advertising. 


The charge for advertising the notice the necessary four times 
is $15. 


As amended by the 1951 session, the law reads as follews: 


“Tt shall be unlawful for any person or persons, as defined 
herein, to engage in business as herein defined, under a fictitious 
name as herein defined, without and unless said fictitious name 
shall be registered with the clerk of the circuit court of the coun- 
ty where the principal place of business i is, which registration 
shall consist of filing with the clerk aforesaid an affidavit signed 
by all interested persons, stating under oath the names of all, 
those interested in the business enterprise, the extent of the inte-. 
rest of each, and the fictitious name under which said business is 
carried on. Said registration may not be made until the person or 
persons desiring to engage in business under a fictitious name 
shall have advertised his or their intention to register said ficti- 
tious name at least once a week for four (4) consecutive weeks 
in some newspaper as defined by law in the county where said 
registration is to be made, and said registration shall not be ac- 
cepted by the clerk of the circuit court = upon receiving 
proof of such publication.”
